A cyclone struck Kelly Hoe- 
man'* place near Geiger lake 
and broke out windows and un- 
ro ifod his house; and blew the 
backwater into his residence, 
filling it with mud.

mer lived.

Indianapolis, March 28. - Tor- 
nadoes and windstorms which 
ntruck ei^'ht places in Indiana 
to-day took a heavy toll of lives 
and did enormous damage to 
property. New Albany, where 
more than forty lives were k)st 
and where damage to business 
and residence property is esti- 
mated at RO00.00O was the 
heaviest sufferer. In Delaware, 
Hendricks, ."Sullivan, .\dams, 
Grrnt, Harrison and Jackson 
counties wide stretches of terri- 
tory were swept by the w ind*. 

Near Danville, in a path a mile 
wide snd six miles long, houses 
and barns were cleared and pro- 
perty damage estimated at $50,- 
000 was dome. There was no 
loss o' life. 

A tornado did heuvy damage 
in the southern part of Sullivan 
county, where a path eighteen 
miles lonK and three fojrihs of 
a mile wide was made by the 
wind. Two lives were lost, a 
number of persons were mjured 
and property was damaged to 
the extent of $200,000, it is esti- 
mat'.d. 

In Delaware ounty a .severe 
windstorm caused probably fatal 
injuriea to a child and less ser- 
ous injuries to other penons and 
heavy property lossea were aof- 
fered.
